TROOPS CALLED OUT THIS MORNING 


The Police Hid Behind Cotton Bales While 
the Firing Was in Progress—Eng- 
land Is Indignant. 


New Orleans, March 12.—(Special.)}—Two 
riots occurred in this city this morning. 
They seem to have been carried out ac- 
cording to a previously arranged plan. 
The scenes of the outbreaks are four miles 
apart. | 

Four men were killed—three near the old 
French market and one at the other place. 
Eight men were badly wounded and many 
more were hit but not seriously hurt. 

Result of Laber Troubles. 

The levee riots today resulted from 
an old quarrel over the loading 
of cotton ‘vessels. The business has 
in the past been monopolized by the 
white crew, who screw or load the cotton 
bales into the holds of*vessels. They con- 
stitute one of the strongest labor unions 
in the country. They have an annual in- 
come of $50,000, and have $160,000 in bank. 
They have dictated terms on the levee, 
emmanding wages of $% or $ a day for 
their men, although the work is by no 
means arduous. 

At the beginning of the present season, 
the white laborers, considering that there 


| -ménot enough business for them and the 
‘wages, concluded to drive the iatter from 


thirwork. The ship agents, under orders 
fom the ship owners abroad, who are 
maitly English, stuck to the negroes, and 
the result has been a running warfare 
for the past three months, in which a 
pumber of levees were sacrificed and some 
property destroyed. The war began with 
inendiary fires, which destroyed the 
wharves of the West Indian Steamship 
Company, with $250,000 loss; the wharves 
of the Texas and Pacific, with 26,000 bales 
of cotton; loss $500,000. 
These measures being ineffective, various 
tots followed directed against the negroes, 
mobs of white men raiding the vessels in 
prt here and putting out the negroes 
Seeing defeat still 
threatening them, riots were decided on in 
order te bring the matter to a crisis, which 
has very thoroughly been done. The mo- 
ment Governor Foster reached the city and 
learned the situation, he gave notice that 
he would extend protection to all who 
Might want to work in !oading vessels, 
and ordered the police to we on duty at 6 
(clock a. m. 
Rioters Ordered to Disperse. 
Tonight Mayor Fitzpatrick issued a 
proclamation ordering the rioters to dis- 
pefse, calling upon the citizens to assist 
the police. and giving notice that he would 
appeal to the state and federal governments 
if the city authorities were unable tu cuns- 
trol the mob. 
The avowed purpose of the riots today, 
Which were prearranged in every detail, 
Was to carry terror to the hearts of the 
hegro laborers engaged in loading vessels, 
and the ship agents, merchants and others 
who were employing and abetting them, by 
striking a bloody blow. The riots, how- 
ever, had quite the contrary effect from 
that intended, and reacted on those en- 
6aged in them. Instead of causing terror, 
they caused intense indignation. The law-

KILLED AS THEY RAN. 


The Shooting Completely Demoralized 
the Negroes Who Were Attacked.

New Orleans, March 12.—There were tow 
Separate and distinct, riots here today, Loth 
probably resulting from the same plan. 

One occurred on the river front near the 
French market, where the ship Engineer 
was loading for Liverpool. The other oc- 
curred about four miles distant in the 
direction of Carrollton, at the foot of 
Philip street Only one man, William 
Campbell, colored, was killed in this affair. 

The names of the dead are; 

William Campbell. 

Jules Carrabee, and two unknown ne- 
groes, who have not been identified—four in 
all. 

Eight Were Wounded. 

The wounded are: 

James A Bane, purser of the steamsaip 
Engineer, dangerously wounded. 

Henry Brown colored, will recover. 

Leonard Mallard, colored, has since died. 

Tim Persten, colored, may recover, 

Louis Cast, colored, will recover. 

Billy Williams, colored, will recover, 

Frank Lighthall, colored, slightly wound- 
ed. 

Robert Brooks, white, shot in the leg; 
not dangerous, 

Doubtless a number of other negroes were 
slightly wounded, but ran away and can- 
not be indentified. 

The First Attack. 

The first scene of the conflict was on the 
river front between Stann and Dumaine 
streets. Three men were killed almost out 
right, while a number were wounded, 

The killing was done by a mob of white 
men numbering about 200, who were armed 
with pistols and Winchester rifles. The ne- 
groes were about to start to work on 
the steamship Engineer lying at 
that point, when white men approached 
frcm all directions. All were armed and 
many took positions behind box cars and 
peured volley upon volley into the negroes. 
Those who were on the scene say that it 
reminded them of a battlefield so fast and 
furious was the firing. 

The negrces were given no quarter and 
were shot dowr hke dogs. Not cnly were 
the darkies shot down, but several inno- 
cent persons suffered. Among those killed 
was Jules Clice Carabee. a shoemaker, 
who happencd to be in the vicinity. James 
Bane, the purser of the Engineer, was 
standing on the levee, near his ship, when 
the attack was made, and he received four

wounds, three in the head and another in ' 


the arm. He was fired upon by several 
men who aimed over the heads of three po- 
licemen who were kneeling behind some 
freight just on the edge of the wharf. His 
wounds may prove fatal. 

As near as can be stated, the shooting oc- 
curred a few minutes after 7 o’clock. There 
was a dense fog prevailing and this afford- 
ed the white men an excellent chance to do 
their bloody work. At the time there were 
orly six policemen on the scene, and there 
were no arrests effected, as the police were 
as badly frightened as the negroes. The 
attackers were composed of two parties. 
A large number of men appeared at the cor- 
ner of Dumaine street, and equally as 
large a mob came from’ the corner at St. 
Ann street. . 

Corporal Devanney, who was in charge 
of the handful of policemen, ordered the 
men to disperse, but no attention was paid 
to him and the mob began to grow larger 
every minute. 

The Firing Begins. 

Suddenly a shot was fired. This had a 
startling effect upon the mob. The first 
report was followed by five or six shots and 
then the firing became general. The smoke 
and the fog combined made the scene al- 
mest as dark as night. The negroes were 
on board the ship and had just raised the 
tarpaulins off batch No. 2, when the at- 
tack was made. The negroes were taken 
completely by surprise. They ran ahout 
like a lot of wild animals and their cries 
were pitiful. Many sought refuge aboard 
the ship, while some ran down the wharf 
and made their escape. One negro, it is 
stated, jumped under the wharf. It is im- 
possible to estimate the number of shots 
fired, but it is said that there were about 
2°). After the bloody work the men hurried 
off as fast as they came. The attackers 
fired recklessly on all sides, not caring 
whom they shot. The white men in a body 
moved along the levee up town unmolested. 

After their departure a large number of 
police, under the command of Sergeant 
Day, made their appearance on the secne 
and cleared the wharf of the large crowds 
which gathered. 

It was known that many men had been 
wounded and several killed, and a search 
was made for these persons by the police 

thers. 

p< te was found dead on the banquette 
in front of one of the chow-windows of 
Lion’s clothing store at the corner of: St. 
Ann and Decatur streets. Blood was gush- 
ing from a terrible wound in his head and 
he was quite dead. No one seemed to know 
how or where he was shot. He was run- 
ning back to St. Ann street and just as he 
reached the banquette he staggered and 
fell headlong to the pavement. He expired 
a few minutes later. 

Sergeant Hevron, who hurried up from 
the precinct of the scene, had the bodies of 
two negroes sent to the morgue in the 
patrol wagon. One of the negroes was 
found on the levee at the head of St. Louis 
street. The man was dead and lay in a 
pool of blood, which came from a wound 
in his head. The wound was a large one. 
He was running from the scene of the 
shooting. The other body was found some 
distance away from the first. He had 
crawled under an elevated tank and there 
died. He was 1ot discovered until some 
time later. No one in the vicinity knew 
the names of the dead men. 

Bane’s Shooting Was Cowardly.

Merchantman, Allianca, 
Fired on Off Cuba. 


He Was Probably Mistaken for a Friend 
of the Insurgents, and Chased to 
a Safe Distance. 


New York, March 12.—The mail steamer 
Allianca, of the New York and Colon line, 
which arrived today, was fired upon and 
Chased by a Spanish gunboat when off the 
east end of Cuba on March 8th. The affair 
is likely to lead to international complica- 
tions. The owners of the line are very in- 
dignant at the insult, and say they will 
demand a reason for the attempt to stop 
an American mail steamship on the high 
seas in times of peace. 

The following letter has been “gent to 
Secretary Gresham: 

“To the Hon. Walter Q. Gresham, Secre- 
tary of State—The American mail steam- 
ship Allianca, under my command, while 
on her homeward-bound voyage from Colon, 
to New York, was, on the morning of 
March 8th, off the east end of Cuba. At 
6:30 o’clock a barkentine-rigged steamship 
was sighted under the land, bearing direct- 
ly for us. At 7:15 o’clock she set her col- 
ors, proving to be a Spanish gunboat. Il 
immediately ordered the American ensign 
hoisted on the Allianca and saluted the 
Spaniard, which salute was duly returned 
by her. I then saluted once more and sup- 
posed the matter was at an end. 

‘But about five minutes later the Span- 
iard fired a blank cartridge and a few mo- 
ments later another one, followed shortly 
afterward by three solid shots, all of 
which fell short of the Allianca, but show- 
ing conclusively that the Spaniard was 
firing at us. I being fully six miles off 
shore and on the high seas, paid no fur- 
ther attention to the Spaniard,- but Kept 
upon my course. The Spaniard kept up 
the chase, although gradually dropping 
astern, fully twenty-five miles. 

“IT desire to know if the Spaniard had any 
right to fire on my ship, with the probable 
chance of endangering the lives of tne 
passengers and crew under my charge, or 
compel me to heave to, as he probably in- 
tended? 

“T respectfully ask for information on 
that subject, as I did not and do not pro- 
pose to heave to, thereby losing time on 
my voyage, to oblige Spanish gunboats cr 
any others, except in cases of distress. 
Respectfully, JAMES A GROSSMAN, 

“Commander.” 

What the Allianca’s Officers Say. 

The story told by the ship's officers is 
that at daylight last Friday morning, 
about 6:30 o’clock, while going through the 
windward passage from the Caribbean 
sea to the Atlantic, a ship was seen coming 
out from under the land of Cape May, the 
eastern point of Cuba. The stranger laid 
her course with the evident intention of 
intercepting the Allianca, and at 7 oclocx 
she hoisted the orange and crimson colors 
which, taken with her build and g>2neral 
appearance, left no doubt in the minds of 
those aboard the Allianca that she was a 
Spanish man of war. No sooner were the 
gunboat’s colors seen at her mizzen peak 
than Captain Grossman, of the Alllaneca, 
ordered the stars and stripes to be hoisted 
on the jackstaff over the taffrail and dip- 
ped three times in salute. The marine 
courtesy was returned in kind by the wWar- 
ship, and the Allianca’s ensign was unhent 
from its halyards and stowed away. 

Hardly had this been accomplished than 
the Spaniard again displayed his colors, 
and as a mark of extra politeness Captain 
Grossman ordered the Allianca’s flag to be 
run up and dipped again and then left fly- 
ing. Again was ‘the salute acknowledged, 
and then, to the utter astonishment of those 
on board the American steamer, a biank 
shot was fired from one of the war vessel’s 
forward port guns. The shot was probably 
meunt as an invitation to the Allianca to 
heave to, but Captain Grossman had no 
intention of obeying the summbvns. He re- 
marked to Second Officer Russell, who was 
on duty on the bridge, ‘‘the Spaniard seems 
to be firing a shot,” and then caimly kept 
to. his course. 

Soon another blank shot was fired, which 
the captain greeted by saying: ‘‘All right. 
Let him shoot.”’ 

A third shot was fired, but this time it 
was shot in earnest. It was a solid shot 
and not a harmless blank cartridge, with 
which the gunboat next charged her bow 
port rifle, and she yawed from her course 
that the gun might be aimed at the 
yankee merchantman. The course of the 
shot-could be seen where it richochetted 
along the water before finally going to the 
bottom, a full quarter of a mile short of its 
mark. Still Captain Grossman kept his 
‘course and waited for the gunboat to over- 
take him, if it could. The black smvoke 
began to pour from the gunboat’s funnel 
and the water around her bow heaped up 
in a way that showed that her fires were 
being vigorously stoked and steam forced 
up to its big head limit. The gunboat fired 
again, ten minutes later, and still again 
after another equal interval of time. But 
observation through the glass showed that 
she was gradually falling astern, and after 
a chase lasting for twenty-five miles she 
gave it up and laid away on her course. 

Captain Grossman was very indignant 
over the occurrence when nis ship was tied 
up this afternoon. He said: 

Not in Spanish Jurisdiction. 

‘We were from six to eight miles off 
shore when the occurrence took place, 
and not in Spanish jurisdiction at all. We 
were to the southward of Cuba when we 
first sighted the warship and far away 
from Guantanamo, where, 
they have been having trouble 
country.

SEVERAL BATTLES IN CUBA, 


ous in All of Them. 

Havana, March 12.—The Barie band of 
rebels in its last fight at Los Negros had 
several of its members <Xilled and a large 
number wounded. Among the killed were 
One major and three other officers. 

La Chambre reports increasing confi- 
dence in the province of Santiago de Cuba, 

The mayor of Manhanillo reports to the 
captain-general that, on March 9th, Esta- 
ban Tamayo, Beleuario Ramadez and 
Damain Oaballero, insurgents in Manga- 
nillo district, surrendered to the authori- 
ties, and their declarations of allegiance 
have had a good effect. All reports agree 
that there are growing dissensions among 
the rebels. 

It is reported from Holguin that the rebel 
leaders, Varona, father and son, have sur- 
rendered. Troops yesterday killed another 
bandit belonging to Mataga’s baihd, and 
captured four horses. 

Offer Their Services. 

Havana, March 12.—A commission from 
Manzanillo arrived here last evening to 
offer to the captain general the services of 
themselves and those they represented. 
The commission was composed of Sebastian 
Comas, Eduardo Camino, Valdomir Angel, 
Villavilla Ricardo, R. Cespedez, Antonio 
Billo, Juan Eremier, Eduardo Colas, Carlos 
Castillo and Jose and Alonzo Rivero. The 
last six were conspicuous leaders in the 
last revolution. They now protest against 
any actual seditious movement, and hearti- 
ly support the authorities in suppressing the 
present revolt. The commission conferred 
with the captain general until 10 o’clock 
last night. The result of the conference is 
not yet known. 


PRUSSIA’S COUNCIL OF STATR. 
Speech of the Emperor at Its Opening 
Yesterday, 

Berlin, March 12.—The sittings of the 
Prussian council of state were opened at 10 
oclock this morning by the emperor in 
person. The emperor in his speech open- 

ing the council said: 

“The continued unfavorable condition of 
agriculture makes it the duty of my gov- 
ernment to seek whys to increase the yield 
of farming and of avoiding the danger to 
which the farmers are exposed. The live- 
lier the discussion of their distress grows, 
the more numerous fundamental proposals 
become for warding off and remedying it, 
and the more careful you ought to be i 
examining those proposals. I have, theré« 
fore, called the council of state together 
and augmented its numbers by the addi- 
tion of men of practical and scientific 
knowledge. I expect from the council prac- 
tical results. “I expect that the proposals 
greatly differing from one another will, 
through debate, be brought to a condition 
of possibility, and so form a valuable basis 
for the further decisions of the govern- 
ment. It will be Satisfactory to me if, 
without damaging other interests, remedies 
for the depression of agriculture shall be 
found.”’ 


BRITISH NAVAL ESTIMATE, 


New Works to Be Built at Gibraltar 
and Elsewhere. 

London, March 12.—The debate on the 
navy estimate was opened in the house of 
commons today by Mr. Edmund Robertson 
civil lord of the admiralty. Referring to 
the fact that the naval defense act would 
expire in 1895, Mr. Robertson said the ex- 
penditures under the act had been £22,241,- 
0U0, Which had added to the Strength of the 
navy seventy ships, all of which were in 
service or ready to be put into service. 
He congratulated the house upon this re. 
sult. He then gave the details of the new 
programme, which includes works at Gi- 
braltar, Dover, Portland and Hong Kong 
the aggregate cost of which will be £8,700, 000. 
To meet this expenditure, he said, it was 
proposed to retire loans, pavable by termin- 


‘able annuities, extending tnirty years. 


Mr. Arthur J. Balfour made his reappear- 
ance in the house today, having recovered 
from his illness, and was loudly cheered. 


ADDRESS TO MR. GLADSTONE 


To Be Sent by the Armenians—Also 
a Copy of the Gospel. 

London, March 12.—A dispatch to The 
Pall Mall Gazette from Tiflis Says the Ar- 
menians in the Caucasus are extensively 
signing an address to Mr. Gladstone. The 
address, which begins with the verses 29 
to 37, inclusive, of the tenth chapter of 
St. Luke, likens the recent speech of 
Mr. Gladstone at Hawarden to the parable 
of the Good Samaritan and greatly thanks 
the ex-premier for his defense of the 
Armenians. It is also intended that an 
ancient Armenian copy of the gospel shall 
-accompany the address as a present from 
the people of Armenia.

BATTLE IN CHURCH, 


Two Dozen Shot Exchanged Between

Omaha, Neb., March 12.—The trouble in 
the Polish Catholic church here culminated 
in a riot this morning. Just after mass 
about forty of the opponents of Father 
Kaminski, who are upheld by the bishop, 
entered the church armed with revolvers, 
axhandles and pick handles and began a 
violent attack upon the congregation. About 
two dozen shots were exchanged, several 
men being shot, one seriously. Father 
Kaminski shot one man in the leg, he 
alleges, in self-defense. A warrant has 
been issued for his arrest. He belongs 
to the order of Franciscan monks.

The district court a few weeks ago decided 
against Father Kaminski, but, pending an 
appeal to the supreme court, his faction 
has retained possession.

With neither president nor congress there 
is nothing to draw and only those who must 
be here are here. 

The president will, however, return from 
his junket within a few days and then the 
ex-congressmen, who have cuckooed to 
his strikes, will appear, as if rising from 
the ground, and begin to swarm about the 
white house doors and pay daily calls to 
the dapper little Thurber. 

Buck Gilgore is here camped on the white 
house stoop, awaiting his reward for block- 
ing the report of a free coinage bill from 
the house coinage committee. He expects a 
judgeship in the Indian territory as his 
reward, and the president will probably 
pigeon-hole him out there. 

Then Bill Springer is quietly waiting un- 
der a white house window with his “apron 
Spread to catch some sort of fat plum. 
Springer began months ago striking for an 
ambassadorship. He afterwards lowered 
his pegs to a judgeship, and now he is 
willing to take any sort of i fruit 
that might fall. He is almost in the 
condition of the Georgian who came here 
just after Mr. Cleveland’s inauguration as 
an applicant for minister to Spain, and who, 
after dropping from peg to peg, finally ac- 
cepted a laborer’s place in one of the de- 
partments and is now general manager and 
rehabilitator of cuspidors in the same. 

It is only the cuckoos who are spreading 
their aprons to catch fruit. The other exes 
are preparing for the lecture platform er 
struggling to get back into legal harness. 

Among the anti-administration and sil- 
ver men, Bland_has gone out west lectur- 
ing on silver and stirring up the issue for 
the next campaign; Bryan has gone to 
Omaha to practice law and edit a newspa- 
per, and Sibley is at home in Pennsylva- 
nia drawing checks on his mammoth bank 
account to put the new party, of which he 
is the presidential candidate, on its feet. 

The International Conference. 

The administration people are not an- 
noyed over the birth of the new party, 
but the organization among the honest sil- 
ver men to control the democratic party is 
causing them much fright. 

What Mr. Cleveland will do about the 
international monetary conference no one 
knows definitely, but a cabinet officer is 
authority for the statement that he will 
take no immediate steps, but will await an 
invitation from Germany and accept the 
Same. From the same source comes a story 
that the president will appoint three prac- 
tical financiers as his delegates. What 
that means went unexplaired, but it is 
presumed to mean three bankers. Pier- 
pont Morgan and Henry W. Cannon may 
be two of his three. 

It is known that Mr. Cleveland feels that 
congress outwitted him in the provision it 
made for the selection of delegates and 
that his interest in the proposed conference 
is, therefore, at a low ebb. If left with him 
he would put it off as long as possible. 
Not one of the delegates selected by con- 
gress is a Cleveland man. Only Hitt, the 
house republican, agrees with him financial- 
ly. Crisp, Culberson, Jones, Daniel and 
Teller have always been arrayed on the 
side of free silver and they will go to the 
conference with a determination to fight 
vigorously for the rehabilitation of the 
white metal. 

This Bursts the Bubble. 

With the adjournment of congress and 
the retirement. of the Georgia delegation 
from Washington the stock in the proposed

$30,000,000. Without that tax there would 
not be enough revenue to run. the govern- 
ment through the fiscal year. Nothing 
could be done in that event but to call con- 
gress together in extraordii@ry session. 
There”“is a great deal of debate in and 
about the Arlington hotel lobby as to 
what the decision of the court will be.

OLNEY ON THE INCOME TAX. 


The Attorney General’s Argument on 
Its Constitutionality. 

Washington, March 12.—The announce- 
ment that Attorney General Olney, Hon. 
James C. Carter and Hon. Joseph H. 
Choate, of New York, would address the 
supreme court of the United States upon 
the income tax law, attracted an attend- 
ance upon the session of the supreme court 
today that far exceeded the capacity of 
the accommodations of the chamber. With- 
in the rail sat a number of attorneys and 
members of congress, who have not pre- 
viously attended upon the case. Among 
them were Senator Chandler, of New 
Hampshire; Senator Lindsay, of Kentucky, 
and ex-Solicitor General John Goode, of 
Virginia. 

Before Attorney General Olney, who was 
the first speaker, entered upon his argu- 
ment, Chief Justice Fuller notified him 
that he might proceed without regard to 
any limitation of time, as the. period for 
argument had been extended by the court. 

The attorney general devoted his argu- 
ment on the part of the United States i» 
the constitutionality which the _ several 
plaintiffs alleged to be involved in the case 
presented. In conclusion Mr. Olney said: 

“It would certainly be a mistake to in- 
fer that this great array of counsel, this 
elaborate argumentation and these numer- 
ous treatises, miscalled by the name of 
briefs, have any tendency to indicate any- 
thing extraordinary or unique either in the 
facts before the court or in the rules of 
law which are applicable to them. I ven- 
ture to suggest that all this laborious and 
erudite and formidable demonstration is 
bound to be without effect on one distinct 
ground. In its essence and its last analy- 
sis it is nothing but a call upon the judicial 
department of the government to supplant 
the political in the exercise of the taxing 
power; to substitute its discretion for that 
of congress in respect to the subjects of 
taxation, the plan of taxation, and all the 
distinctions and discriminations by which 
taxation is sought to be equitably adjusted 
to the resources and capacities of those 
who have it to bear. Such an effort how- 
ever weightily supported, can, I believe, 
have but one result. It is inevitably pre- 
destined to failure unless this court shall 
for the first time in its history overlook 
and overstep the limits which separate the 
judicial from the legislative power, and 
the scrupulous observance of which are ab- 
solutely essential to the integrity of our 
constitutional system.’”’ 


THE COAL WAS TOO BIGH. 


American Vessels Ordered Not to Coal 
at Colon. 

Washington, March 12.—After many years 
of dissatisfaction over the prices for coal 
exacted by the Panama Railroad Company 
‘from United States war vessels, the navy 
‘department ‘has declined to have further 
dealings with that cohcern, and Will secure 
coal supplies from another source. Hereto- 
fore naval vessels at Colon were obliged 
to get their coal from the railroad company 
at $11 per ton. The navy degartment pro- 
tested that this rate was exorvitant, and 
contended that the fact that the United 
States government kept vessels at Colon to 
‘protect the company’s property was addi- 
tional reason why the —rice should be re- 
' duced. The company refused to lower the 
rate, and Secretary Herbvert has cirected 
that, hereafter, United States naval ves- 
sels, that would otherwise coal at Colon, 
shall go to Cartagena for the purpose. 
Cartagena is only a day’s run from Colon, 
and the department has made arrunge- 
ments to obtain coal there at $5.50 per ton.

Like Any Other Person, Mrs. Dominis Did

Sentence Was Pronounced. 


Victoria, B. C., March 12,—The steam- 
ship Miowera arrived today from Sydney, 
via Honolulu, with the following. Hawaiian 
advices: 

The queen received her sentence on Feb- 
ruary 26th at 2 o'clock p, m, The presi- 
dent's aide, Major Pattu, accompanied by 
Major McLeod and the ex-queen’s intimate 
friends, Mr. and Mrs, Charles B. Wilson, 
visited the apartment in the executive 
building occupied by Mrs. Liliuokalani 
Dominis, for the purpose of reading to her 
the sentence passed upon her by the mil- 
itary commission for the crime of mis- 
prison of treason, as modified by President 
Dole. Mrs, Dominis moved to rise, but at 
Major Pattu’s request, remained seated 
during the reading of the sentence. 

She manifested no emotion, The commis- 
sion had imposed the full penalty of the 
_rime—five years’ imprisonment at hard 
labor and 35,990 fine. 

The president had modified the sentence 
by remitting the labor. Regulations for 
her treatment will be formulated hereafter. 
and the place of her imprisonment de- 
For the present she.will con- 
tinue to be imprisoned in the executive 
building in one of the former royal bed- 
rooms, with a promenade on the adjoining 
building veranda. 

On March lst the government surrendered 
the ex-queen’s residence, Washington 
«lace, into the hands of her agent. The 
British commissioner, Mr. Hawes, has since 
hired the residence for the use of the 
British legation 

On the 2d instant the government sold at 
auction a collection of royal state car- 
riages, most of them old and dilapidated. 
The best one had been ordered from Lon- 
don by Kink Kalakaua, at a cost of $3,000. 
This was bought for $160 by her Britanic 
Majesty’s Commissioner Hawes. 

All reports are incorrect about Major 
Hawes having, in any way, encouraged the 
late insurrection. So far as known, the 
conduct of the British commissioner has 
been strictly correct, both before and since 
the rebellion. 

The military commission has substantial- 
ly.completed its work and sentences upon 
the insu¥gents have nearly all been an. 
nounced. John A. Cummins, late commis- 
sioner to Washington, received a mitigated 
sentence of $5,000, five years’ imprisonment 
being remitted. He paid the fine and was 
released February 17th. This leniency was 
partly on account of the age and ill health 
of the prisoner and partly on account 
of the value of his evidence in clinching the 
case against Seward. 

Captain William Davis, who landed the 
rifles from the Wainnlo was sentenced to 
ten years’ imprisonment and $,000. He 
was also released on February 27th on 
condition of leaving the country. His testi- 
mony has been useful in the conviction of 
many offenders. The San Francisco Call’s 
story of Davis’s having been tortured to 
extract evidence was an absurd fabrica- 
tion. 

Cc. W. Ashford was released on the 23d 
and Captain Macrowell on the 25th, both 
on condition of leaving the country. 

On the 27th Charles Clark, the ex-queen’s 
steward, and W. Kaae, her secretary, Doth 
of whom had received sentences, were re- 
leased, subject to the order of the marshal, 
in consideration of valuable evidence be- 
fore the commission. 

A. M. Hewitt, an active business man, 
was tried on the 27th for having tried to 
induce Peterson, the lookout at Diamond 
Head, not to report the Wainnlo on Janu- 
ary 3d. Peterson had promply reported 
Hewitt’s proposition to the Collector gen- 
eral.

If they expected any trouble they showed 
no evidence of their fear. Suddenly as they 
were walking across the wharf, two gangs 
of white men came out of Philip and So- 
raparu streets and before anybody knew 
what had happened there were pistols 
flashing in the morning sunlight, puffs of 
smoke came from the muzzle of several 
guns and several shots rang out. One 


- negro among the crowd staggered and fell 


across the wharf and the rest of the band 
ran in terror in every direction, most of 
them going up the levee on a dead run. 


The white men who had done the shooting 4 


did not pursue the fleeing negroes. As soon 
as they had fired and the wounded man had 
fallen, they quickly disappeared in the 
airecftion whence they had come. A crowd 
of people immediately ran to the spot 
where the darky had fallen. Officer brod- 
erick, of the Boylan force, was on the 
spot and witnessed the shooting. He 
promptly communicated the news to his 
office. Captain McArdie was at the time in 
charge of the Boylan force and as soon as 
he found that a man had been shot he tele- 
phoned To headquarters and to the hospital 
and the ambulance promptly responded.

~ tive measures will be put into operation ior 
this purpose tomorrow. He is assured of 
the hearty co-operation of all good citizens. 


Appealed to Sir Julian. 
Washington, March 12—Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, the British ambassador, this evening 
received a telegram from the British con- 
sul at New Orleans, informing him of the 
shooting, during the riot this morning, of 
Purser Bain, of the British steamer, En- 
gineer. The consul added in his telegram 
that the city was in a terrible state of ex- 
citement and the men of the Engineer were 
fearful that they might be attacked. He, 
therefore, earnestly requested that some 
action be taken to insure their safety. 
Speaking of the matter Sir Julian said: 
“You know, the city of New Orleans is 
very much perturbed just now, but the 
governor of the state, I am assured, is able 
to quell+the disturbance. As soon as i re- 
ceived the telegram from Consatl St. John, 
I turned the matter over to the secretary of 
state, and he informed me that he would 
communicate with the governor of Louisi- 
- ana, and that the matter may be investi- 
gated.”’

Let 
the legislaiure be speedily called together 
for the specific purpose of passing a contest 
law, under the provisions of which the elec- 
tion of governor and other state officers 
in August last can be fairly and impartial- 
ly contested; and that. too, at the expense 
of the state, no bonds to be required of 
either contestant or contestee.” 


“RAILROAD” STILL AT LARGE. 


The Desperado Soon Secured a fiifle 
and Started Out Again. 

Montgomery, Ala., March 12.—(Special.)— 
Morris Salter, alias “Railroad,” the negro 
desperado, is still engaged in his desperate 
hanging 
out on the Montgomery and Mobile division 
of the Louisville and Nashville road. De- 
tectives thought last night they had “‘Rail- 
road’ located near Dias creek water tank. 
They, therefore, assembled a posse of 
sheriffs and citizens and went there about 
midnight to attempt to capture him. No 
news has reached here from them since. 
A freight crew reported they saw ‘‘Rail- 
road’ with a party of fifteen or eighteen 
tramps neur Dias yesterday. 

Since his last pubhshed performance, in 
which he captured the engine and the 
engineer and escaped arrest, “Railroad” 
has not been idle. Saturday about sun- 
down he and his big black pal went to 
the farmhouse of Mr. Williams near Per- 
dido. Mr. Williams was known to. have 
a fine Winchester rifle, and ‘Railroad’ 
was determined to have it, since his had 
been taken by the train hands at Tensas 
a few days before. “Railroad” stood at the 
door while his pal entered. The rifle was 
secured. The screams of Williams's wife 
and daughters brought him running from 
his barn. As he approached both negroes 
fired on him and he retraced his steps. 
They then proceeded to the tank, where 
the pumpman’s son was found in charge. 
‘Railroad’ asked the boy about Conductor 
Camack and Brakeman George Kent and 
Nat Crosby, the men with whom he had 
the fight at Tensas last Tuesday. 

The boy replied that they had been 
transferred to the north end of the road. 

“Weil, I'll go to the north end after 
them,’’ replied Salter. I’m after them— 
especially Crosby. He’s the one who shot 
me.”’ 

The young man reports that Salter had 
several flesh wounds, one in the face and 
one in the side, but was by no means 
seriously hurt. 

“Railroad” is an exceedingly dangerous 
character. He and his gang have robbed 
freight cars on the Louisville and Nash- 
ville for more than a year past, and their 
takings amount in value to a considerable 
sum. Their method has been to mount 


a train in motion, break open a freight car 
and throw articles out along the track, 
when pals came along and collected them. 
A large number of detectives are at work 
trying to catch the leader, Morris Salter, 
the desperate ‘Railroad.’

The old paper factory building, which is 
of brick, 245 feet long by 60 feet wide, will 
be utilizéd as a gtorehouse for‘the new 
factory for some time, Later it is con- 
templated to turn the old building info a 
bleachery. The néeW mill will be furnished 
with 15,000 spindles and 450 looms, and will 
be completed ang ready for operation in 
about five months, 

The Aiken Manufacturing Company has 
been organized with a capftal of $400,000, 
officered by the following gentlemen: Pres- 
ident, F. B, Henderson; treasurer, Charles 
Estes; secretary, L, L, Winters. 

The Aiken company owns over 1,700 acres 
of land, which eontrols the land in and 
about Bath for a considerable amount, and 
the company will not sell any of the 
property at any figure, The company owns 
already a number of operatives’ houses Mm 
Bath, but will have to build a good many 
more to house the operatives and their 
families. Them ill will be immediately 
between two railroads—the Southern rail- 
way and the South Carolina and Georgia 
railroad and the two railroads are only a 
quarter of a mile apart. That affords the 
company the best of railroad facilities, and 
it is a great advantage. The water power 
is fine at the point selected for the factory, 
which will have eight hundred horse power,

A bill to appoint seven directors and a 
state proxy for the North Carolina railway 
was attacked by democrats as well as by a 
populist and a republican as a bad bill 
and was tabled. It proposed to give the 
state’s proxy remarkably great powers. 
There is a bill of the same tenor regarding 
the Atlantic and North Carolina railway, 
and prominent republicans and populists 
say positively tonight that this, too, will 
never pass the final reading. 

The senate passed the bill raising the 
age of consent. The house tabled a bill to 
legalize cockfighting and passed a bill fixing 
the bonds of county officers—sheriffs at not 
over $5,000, register of déeds $1,000, superior 
court clerk $15,000, treasurer 25 per cent of 
the taxes. The bill to amend the charter 
of the Atlantic and North Carolina railway 
passed the second reading. 

Williams, of Craven, a republican, at- 
| tacked it furiously, saying it was an at- 
tempt to steal this road. He demanded the 
yeas and nays, so that, as he said, the 
people could see who the thieves were. 

Governor Carr sent a special message 
announcing that the appropriation made for 
the penitentiary of $35,000 for this year and 
next year was totally inadequate and that 
without further aid that institution must 
meet a crisis within a year.

The Pen with Which the Confeder- 
acy’s Constitution Was Signed. 
Athens, Ga., March 12.—(Special.)—Hon. 
Andrew -J. Cobb. of Atlanta, but formerly 
of this city, has in his possession one of 
the most interesting relics of the confeder- 
acy. He has carefully preserved it, not only 
for its value and its interesting nature, 
but from the fact that it belonged to his 

father, General Howell Cobb. 

General Cobb was president of the pro- 
visional congress of the confederacy that 
met in Montgomery, Ala., to frame the 
constftution of the confederacy, and, when 
all the business had been finished, it be- 
came his duty to sign the constitution as 
president of the assembly. This he did 
with an elegant gold pen, which was used 
only for that purpose and then laid back 
in its case. 

Professor Cobb has that pen now. It has 
never been disturbed since the hand of 
General Cobb laid it in its case, and the 
ink used then can be seen now where it 
has dried upon the pen.

The letter caine addressed to Rosenbaum, 
in care of Colonel J. W. Preston, who 1s 
attorney for Rosenbaum, Colonel Preston 
has received letters before for his client, 
and he has always opened them to see that 
they contained nothing with which Rosen- 
baum might kill himself, or attempt to ef- 
fect his escape. lie delivered the letter to- 
day to Rosenbaum. In the letter was this 
significant passage: ‘Joe, stick to Dr, Rob- 
erts, and do not say tuat he aided uS“in our 
escape, for you know d—n well that he 
bad nothing to do with it,’”’ These words 
were written on the margin of the letter. 
Paul also signed his name on the margin, 
There are some who think that the letter 
js a fake and that Dr, Roberts himself 
wrote it, and then got some friend to have 
jt mailed in Springfield, The postoffice mark 
on the letter is Springfield. Colonel Preston 
asked Rosenbaum if he had any objections 
if he showed the letter to Sheriff Westcott, 
and he said he had nane, Colonel Preston 
then delivered the letter to Westcott.

A South Carolina Farmer Goes Hunting 
for His Other Half. 


SHE HATES HIM BUT WILL RETURN 


The Bloping Mother Js Found with a Boy 
of Nineteen, in a Boarding House 
at Augusta. 


Augusta, Ga., March 12,—(Special.)—On 
Saturday there came to police headquarters 
&2 man Who was apparently a farmer in 
comfortable circumstances, about torty 
years of age. He gave his name as Doc 
W. Chassereau, a planter in idampton 
county, South Carolina. He told a dis- 
tressing tale of his wife's unfaithfulness 
and her elopement with Benny A. Cecse, a 
boy nineteen years old. ‘cne womun, who 
Was the idol of his heart, was the mother 
of four children, ranging in years irom one 
to eight. The pair, before their departure, 
had stolen from him $200 and a horse. The 
husband's chief aim was ‘o regain nia wife. 
She and her lover were supposed to have 
come to Augusta. Detectives Huward and 
Kelly, and Officer Prescott, a personal 
friend of the husband, were put to work 
on the case, but the elopers remained so 
closely hid that until today nothing vas 
seen of them, 

This morning Officer Prescott went to a 
house on purely personal business, saw 
Cease there, and instantly recognized and 
arrested him. The officer learnei that 
they had been stopping as man ani wife in 
Mrs. Park's boarding house, where the 
woman was found and taken into custody 
along with her young frieud, immediately 
after their arrest, Mr. Chassereau was 
wired for, and will probably be here to- 
morrow. The woman says she has some 
little love for her children but despises her 
husband. She is willing to go back to him. 
She says he ill-treated her. As for Cease, 
he does not appreciate the predicament he 
is in and does not seem tw cars. Both 
Cease and Mrs. Chassereau absolu:ely deny 
having stolen the money, anc the woman 
says the horse they took was her own.

POSTMASTER ROCKMORE SUICIDES. 


He Takes a Fatal Dose of Morphine, 
Laudanum and Whisky. 

Lawrenceville, Ga., March 12.—(Special.)— 
W. A. Rockmore, postmaster at Logans- 
ville, committed suicide yesterday by taking 
laudanum. He left the postoffice about 5 
o’clock in the afternoon for home, as 
usual, and when he arrived there his wife 
did not notice him particularly, except to 
ask him if he had been drinking. He re- 
plied that he had not taken a drink since 
10 o’clock in the morning. She went about 
her duties, and soon after returned to the 
room and found him dead. : 

It developed that he had bought both 
morphine and laudanum. He drank a 
whole vial of laudanum, and it is supposed 
that he took morphine also. He had been 
drinking extensively of late, and had been 
addicted to the morphine habit. These 
habits were brought on by an illness which 
required narcotics to relieve him. He con- 
tinued to grow worse until it caused him 
to commit the act above stated. He leaves 
a wife and several children. Up to this 
trouble, he was in good circumstances, and 
was always respected and esteemed by 
those who knew him. He had been post- 
master at Logansville for a long time. 

He had a policy of life insurance for 
$2,000, which is about all he leaves in the 
way of support for his family. 

He will be buried at Bay Creek tomorrow 
at 10 o’clock. 


PRACTIOING DOUGLASS DOCTRINE. 


A Negro Calls to See a Young Lady 
and Gets a Whipping. 

Quitman, Ga., March 12.—(Special.)—Isaac 
Crawford, a big, black negro, about thirty- 
five years old, went yesterday to Mr. James 
Tison’s, a respectable citizen of this county 
who lives about four miles from town, and 
called Mr. Tison out. Crawford inquired 
where Tison’s daughter was. Tison did rot 
understand him at first, and asked him 
what he wanted. Crawford said he came to 
court Tison’s daughter and that he intend- 
ed to see her. Tison went for his gun 
and the negro ran. 

The negro met some other negroes not 
far from Mr. Tison’s, and told what had 
eccurred. He said, with an oath, that he 
intended to see Tison’s daughter last night, 
but a crowd called on him last night, took 
him out and gave him a severe thrashing. 
Crawford was in town this morning trying 
to employ an attorney to prosecute those 
who whipped him, but the attorney advised 
him to leave the county and leave it while 
he was still alive. 


MURDER IN PULASKI. 


John Walker Kills M. M. Pipkin and 
Hides Out. 

Hawkinsville, Ga,, March 12,—(Special.)— 
This morning about 10 o’clock, John M, 
Walker shot and killed M. M, Pipkin, 
From the evidence before the coroner's 
jury, it appears that the killing was delib- 
erate, cold-blooded murder. Both persons 
were white men of good standing. Their 
homes were on adjoining places, four miles 
east of Hawkinsville, The homicide grew 
out of a dispute over the killing of a dog 
owned by Walker. Pipkin was shot in the 
left groin and through the heart, The 
wound in the heart was inflicted while 
Pipkin was on the ground, Walker standing 
over him, The killing was done within 100 
yards of Walker’s house. The people of the 
county are very much incensed at the kill- 
ing and every effort will be made to ap- 
prehend Walker, who fled.

The Fruit Industry Is Growing Every 
Year—Court Next Week. 

Eatonton, Ga., March 12.—(Special.)—Put- 
nam superior court will convene in Eaton- 
ton Monday next at 10 o’clock a. m., with 
Judge John W. Hart presiding.

HOW WILL IT END? 


Interesting State of Affairs with the 
Board of Police Commissioners. 


THE DEADLOCK AND ITS RESULT 


What the Commissioners Say Over the 
Situation—Commissioner Venable 
Wants tv Withdraw. 


Who will be chairman of the board of po- 
lice commissioners? 

What of the deadlock? ‘Will it be brok- 
en-—how? What commissioner will change 
his ballot? What effect will the present posi- 
tion of the board have upon the approaching 
election? 

When without electing a chairman the 
board adjourned Monday afternoon these 
questions came up for general discussion 
and now words are waxing warm in spec- 
ulative argument as to the result. 

It is thought that at the next session the 
vote will be narrowed down to Johnson 
and English, Either this or a compromise 
on Branan it is believed will be the result 
when the board is called together on the 
25th. 

Commissioner Venable, who received two 
votes, reiterates that he is in no sense a 
candidate, nor could he serve, he says, if 
the position was offered to him, He is 
positive in his request that the members 
will not consider his name, 

“I want it distinctly understood,” he 
said, ‘that I do not desire the office. Not in 
any sense of the word am I a candidate 
and I do not wish to be considered as such. 
In the first place it would be entirely out 
of the question for me to serve if elected 
to the office and there are other reasons 
why I should refuse it, I do not want my 
name to go in.’’ 

The commissioner is insistent, His with- 
drawal, if considered, will place the vote 
of Branan somewhere else, but just what he 
would do under such circumstances Mr, 
Branan refuses to say. 

“I do not care to say anything about my 
position or preference,” he@aid yesterday 
afternoon. “I would not dare to forecast 
the final result of this tie-up, except that 
I think that in the end all the small dif- 
ferences will. be harmoniously adjusted. 
The general impression is that we are split 
up, and that there is a lack of union among 
us, While this may be true in regard to 
this election, which in the end amounts to 
nothing very much, still in all other mat- 
ters relating to the welfare of the depart- 
ment I believe that we will be thoroughly 
harmonious., The result of this deadlock is 
something beyond my ken and I would not 
attempt to make any solution,”’ 

The position of Chairman English is un- 
changed. He announces that if the board 
sees proper to elect another man, he will 
retire and do the best work in his power 
as a member on the floor. He will not 
retire from the race, While he is making 
no active candidacy in any sense for the 
chairmanship he declares that he will not 
retreat under fire, as it has come to his 
knowledge that there is organized opposition 
against him, It is this combined effort to 
Captain English 
to decline to withdraw his name and be- 
cause of this he will stick it out to the 
last. 

The deadlock has no effect upon the posi- 
tion of Mr, Johnson, 

“I am still of the opinion,’’ he said, “that 
a younger man should have the place, It 
is time we were making a change, and I 
think we should put a younger man in it 
and educate him up to the work. I have 
said before that I am not a candidate, but 
if elected I deem it my duty to serve.” 

Captain Brotherton laughs and winks 
significantly when questioned concerning 
the tangled state of affairs. 

‘‘Nothing to say, sir; nothing to say. The 
25th will tell the tale, Come up then.” 

“IT have never seen a deadlock yet that 
remained unbroken. All of this will be 
smoothed over at the next session,” was 
the opinion of Mayor King, 

In the meantime there is general anxiety 
among the members of the police force as 
to the windup, 


Suicide at Jefferson. 

Jefferson, Ga., March 12.—(Special.)—Mr. 
J. F. McElhannon committed suicide yes- 
terday by shooting himself through the 
head at his home, four miles from Jeffer- 
son. McElhannon used a shotgun. He 
placed it at his head in the presence of 
his family and fired before any one could 
interfere. He was fifty years of age. 


Drank an Ounce of Laudanum. 

Covington, Ga., March 12.—(Special.)}—Rod 
Fenell, a voung white man about twenty- 
two years old, died at 5 o’clock this morn- 
ing from the effects of laudanum. He 
drank an ounce of the drug yesterday at 
11 o’clock, and lingered until this morning. 
No motive is known for the suicide. This 
is the second young man to take his life 
in Covington this year.

THEY ARE READY TO BEGIN PRACTICE 


Hanlon Passes Through with Last Year’s 
Pennant Winners—He Has a Car- 
load to Pick From. 


The weather man who passes his life 
in the loft of the postoffice Building says 
Atlanta may possibly have clear weather 
today. 

If that promise should prove to be true 
the people of Atlanta who have been walk- 
ing under spring umbrellas and spring 
sunshades, will bow as they pass the build- 
ing and thank Mr. Hunt, 

But of all the people who will be the 
most thankful, there is the baseball fan, 
for with a clear sky and a sight of the 
players, his heart will jump to the ball 
park, where there will be some work for 
observation. 

This is the first time in the history of 
Atlanta’s baseball life that a full team has 
gathered within her limits and laid a week 
idle on account of the weather, and it is 
to be hoped that it will be the last time.

The Law and the Whitecaps. 
Judge Newman’s charge to the federal 
grand jury last Monday in regard to the 


Whitecaps was timely, to the point and 
so clear in its tenor that the lawless 
conspirators and whitecaps who men- 
ace life and property in a few localities 
in Georgia will now understand that if 
they commit any outrages in future 
they will be suppressed and punished at 
any cost. 

This stern and positive warning from 
the United States court will have a good 
effect. Judge Newman is backed by 
the public sentiment of the state, and 
the juries in his court will make short 
work of the whitecap nuisance at the 
first opportunity. Georgia is one of the 
last states in the union for this kind of 
lawlessness. There is no excuse for it— 
no provocation. We have long since 
outgrown the violent methods of the 
frontier, and, with stable institutions, 
wise laws, thrifty and peace-loving eiti- 
zens and a steady influx of capital and 
immigration the law and order classes 
of society are in no mood to deal len- 
iently with the desperadoes who band 
themselves together to attack the per- 


sons and property of their neighbors.

The Cotton Problem. 

It is to be regretted that many south- 
ern farmers have decided not to follow 
the advice of the Jackson convention 
and reduce their cotton acreage. 

Unless we reduce our next cotton crop 
about 25 per cent we may expect low 
prices to continue. Foreign buyers are 
already acting upon the supposition 
that there will be no reduction of acre- 
age, and they express surprise that cot- 
ton has not gone still lower. A repeti- 
tion of the present crop would mean 
3% to 4 cents at New Orleans and about 
3 centS on the plantations. This would 
be ruinous to the planters and merehants 
and would give us still harder times. 
We must remember that}the European 
mill owners and speculators are in the 


business with the determination of 
pushing American cotton down to a 


nominal price. A crop of 9,000,000 bales 
would make them masters of the situa- 
tion. We should be warned by the ex- 
perience of the Cuban sugar planters, 
who have increased their output until 
prices are so low that nine-tenths of 
them are on the verge of bankruptcy. 

It is plain to every man of common 
sense that we must not produce more 
than 6,000,000 or 7,000,000 bales this 
year if we desire to get anything like 
a fair price. It will be difficult to cur- 
tail production, but the landowners, 
bankers and merchants should call a 
halt and do what they can to check the 
cotton craze. They are all in the same 
boat, and they will find it to their in- 
terest to pull together.

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The Cuban Situation. 

The Spanish authorities in Cuba spare 
no pains to make it appear that the 
present revolt of the islanders is insig- 
nificant and in a fair way to be speedily 
suppressed, while the Cuban. sympa- 
thizers in this country receive advices 
which indicate the growing strength of 
the revolutionists. 

We cannot sift the truth from these 
reports at present, but the uneasiness at 
Madrid, the dispatching of 12,000 troops 
to Cuba and the granting of $1,000,000 
to the captain general would seem to 
point to a very serious state of affairs. 

Cuba has made many attempts to cut } 
loose from Spain, and her last notable 
revolt lasted eleven years, and was par- 
ticipated in by General Jordan and a 
number of other ex-confederates. The 
Madrid authorities fear that the present 
uprising is the beginning of another 
long period of strife, and the chances 
are that they are not mistaken. The 
fact is, the Cubans are taxed to death. 
The 1,600,000 people on the island have 
to pay $39,000,000 in taxes every year. 
Everything is taxed. The taxes on a 
barrel of flour make it cost the con- 
sumer $12. A merchant’s sign is taxed. 
A guest has to pay $1.25 when he de- 
parts from a hotel. These are only a 
few items, and there are others fully as 
oppressive.

They 
cannot be provided for on a ten-acre farin. 
Farms of few acres each pay well in Hol- 
land, Belgium, France and Italy because 
there is an excellent market for everything 
produced on them. Much of the land can 
be planted in asparagus, celery, caulificwer, 
onions, cucumbers and radishes, which 
bring high prices and can be sold in towns 
that are but a few miles distant from 


the place where they are raised. Semi- 
garden farms also pay Well in the vicinity 
of all the great eastern cities. Littie 


things are raised that bring in l¢drge sums 
of money. Generally there are no railway 
transportation charges to pay. Often the 
articles are hauled from the places where 
they are raised in carts, and are sometimes 
delivered to customers direct. When such 
is the case there is nothing to pay to com- 
mission merchants and no profits to divide 
with any middlemen.

Street Car Franchises. 


Editcr Constitution—W hen the city 
grants the rigut of ‘“‘eminent domain” to 
a company proposing to operaté a line of 
street cars, that transcendent privilege 
should be given on conditions, the non- 
performance of which should be attended 
by a penalty. I suggest that the people 
should have some chance! They seem 
never to be consulted. While a corporation 
of that kind, responsible or irresponsible, 
may by a persistent disregard of its duties 
as a public carrier be required to forfeit 
its charter, there seems to be no penalty for 
lesser offenses. It appears to be responsi- 
ble to No one for prompt schedules, ample 
seating capacity, or other conveniences to 
which the citizen is entitled for his money. 
More especially do my remarks apply to 
the Decatur and East Lake end of the 
Traction Company's line, of which I am 
a daily patron to the extent of 530 to 60 cents, 
anu upon which I am dependent for access 
to the city. That line furnishes a sample 
of street car and surburban service which 
our city fathers should guard against be- 
ing duplicated elsewhere. It is hoped that 
time and a change of ownership will) im- 
prove the line to which I refer, and that its 
long-suffering and patient patrons may 
sooner or later have improved service. 1 
desire to emphasize. If a new line is to be 
created, certain conditions should be exact- 
ed by the city looking to the interests of 
the people, and some penalty attached to 
a non-performance of duty on the part of 
a public carrier, PATRON. 


From Very Bad to Infinitely Worse. 
Editor Constitution—In the interview in 

today’s paper with Mr, James D, Collins, 

the president of the new Republican Club, 


occurs this paragraph: 

“IT want a good financial system. Every- 
body knows that Mr. Cleveland would have 
passed his gold bond bill but for the opposi- 
tion of the republicans, They defeated it in 
the senate. He tricd his best to get them 
to vote for it, but we owe the defeat of the 
bill to the energy of the republicans more 
than to the democrats, The democrats, it 
is-true, had the majority in both houses, 
but they never entered any protest against 
it. and they are as much responsible for 
what Cleveland has done as he is, and there 
is no use to try and deny it, Every demo- 
cratic member of congress quietly ac- 
qutesced in Mr, Cleveland’s policy.’ 

Assuming the interview to be correctly 
reported, Mr. Collins is entirely mistaken 
in giving the republicans the sole credit 
for the defeat of the gold bond bill. In the 
first place, the Dill never got to the senate, 
It was defeated in the house, and would 
have been beaten if no republican had voted, 
as all the populists and the majority of the 
democrats voted against it. True it is, 
that a majority of the republicans also 
voted the same way, but they would prob- 
ably, judging by their previous votes, have 
supported the proposition had it been recom- 
mended by a republican president, The re- 
publican party has, indeed, a sweet record 
on the financial issue, A republican con- 
gress demonetized silver, established and 
sustained national banks, changed green- 
back obligations into coin obligations and 
sought to retire all the greenbacks, A 
republican senate changed the Bland free 
coinage bill to the Allison silver purchase 
bill. and a republican president vetoed the 
latter, A republican congress, by an almost 
unanimous party vote, repealed the Bland- 
Allison act and substituted the Sherman 
act. When the leader of the democratic- 
republican gold standard coalition, Presi- 
dent Cleveland, demanded the unconditional 
repeal of the Sherman act, he was sup- 
ported by a majority of republicans in both 
senate and house. In both houses the Bland- 
Allison act would have been substituted for 
the Sherman act, had it not been for the 
republicans, all the populists and a ma- 
jority of the democrats voting for the for- 
mer law. A free silver coinage amendment 
to the repeal bill was defeated in the sen- 
ate by republican votes only, that party 
giving 17 majority against the amendment, 
while it was defeated by only 10 votes, Final- 
ly the repeal bill passed the senate by 43 yeas 
to 32 nays, & majority of 11, but the repub- 
lican senators cast 23 votes for it and only 
8 against it. 

Tliminate the republicans from the rec- 
ord and unconditional repeal would have 
been icst in the senate by 20 to 24. Less 
than a month ago the senate took up and, 
had it not been for the Cleveland demo- 
cratic-republican filibuster, would have 
passed the Jones unrestricted silver coin- 
age bill, How «u.:a republican senators vote? 
As’ usual, of course,. Ten voted to take up 
the bill and fourteen voted not to take up 
the bill, and of the republican pairs five 
were for the bill and ten against it. 

“I don’t agree with President Cleveland’s 
financial policy,” says Mr. Collins, “and 
eight out of ten of the men I meet don’t 
agree with him,” I hope Mr. Collins is cor- 
rect in estimating that four-fifths of the 
people of Georgia are opposed to the runious 
financial policy of Mr. Cleveland’s demo- 
cratic-republican combination: but if Mr. 
Collins held that policy of all political issues 
nearest to his heart, he could not advance 
the cause better than by going into the 
republican party. If there be one thing in 
the future absolutely certain, it is that the 
next republican candidate for president will 
be as servile an agent of Wall and Lombard 
streets as is Mr. Cleveland himself and no 
gold standard contractionist could possibly 
hope for a more perfect representative.

Which an Atlanta Lawyer Gives the 
People of the South, 


THEIR VERACITY IS CALLED IN QUESTION

And All Their Politeness Is Only a Veneer 
to Cover Their attempt to Skin the 
Unsophisticated Northerner. 


A strange letter it certainly is, which is 
printed below. 

And the stranger part of it is that it 
should have been written by one who is 
making his living among the people whose 
veracity he so strongly impugns. 

It seems that there is in existence in La- 
Grange a real estate association known as 
the Pittsburg and Georgia Land Company, 
of which Hon. F. M. Longley is president; 
Mr. James W. Drape, general manager, 
and Mr. W. J. McClure secretary, with 
such men as the Truitts, the Renders, the 
Ferrells and others in the directory. Troupe 
county, as is well Known, is one of the 
banner counties of Georgia. Its soil is fer- 
tile, and capable of cultivation for the 
combined crops of north and south. Its 
people are cultured and elegant, highly edu- 
cated and fully embued with the high sense 
of honor characteristic of the south. The 
ccunty site, LaGrange, is a beautiful little 
city, the seat of two of the best known 
female colleges in the union, and her people 
far above the average in all the virtues 
and elegancies of civilized life. The county 
and the city are ideal pictures to attract 
the home seeker, and the land company 
above alluded to has its hands full of appli- 
cations from faimers in the north for loca- 
ticns. 

The Letter That Came Back. 

Recently the company had practically 
scld a tract of land to Mr. J. A. Royal, of 
Dayton, Ind. In fact, the LaGrange people 
Icoked upon the trade as concluded, when, 
to their surprise, they received a letter 
breaking off the trade. More astonishing 
still was the information that the trade 
was broken off because of a letter written 
to Mr. Royal by an Atlanta lawyer, Mr. 
F. F. Moore, extracts from which are as 
follows:

He is to 
blame when he tries to raise corn, wheat 
ard timothy and such farm products as 
you have been accustomed to see, or when 
he tries to raise anything but a large crop 
of disappointed hopes. 

“There is also a rent system in vogue 
here that paralyzes al! the energies of a 
farmer—that is, if he has anything of that 
scrt. Energy and executive ability are the 
exceptions—not the rule—-among the 
Georgia farmers. I should never 
advise you or any other northern 
man to settle in the south except in a col- 
ony of people with the same tastes and in- 
clinations. To do this you must bring your 
neighbors with you. The war is not over 
yet. You will not believe this ’til after you 
have found all the courteous demeanor dis- 
played for your benefit to be but a glossy 
veneer covering hatred and a determina- 
tion to skin you. It’s the spider’s invitation 
to the fly. If you expect to have com pan- 
ions you must bring them with you, other- 
wise you will have more cold shoulder than 
you could possibly have expected to exist 
in a warm: climate.” 

Secretary McClure was indignant upon 
reading this letter,-which characterized as 
dishonest and untruthful a large body of 
venerable men. 

“I don’t care to talk on this matter 
much,” said he. “I am afraid I would say 
too much. The provocation is almost be- 
yond endurance.”’ 

Mr. F. P. Longley, the attorney of the 
company, said: 

“There is absolutely no justification for 
the writing of such falsehood about our 
people. The excuse that it is a private 
letter is but the excuse of an assassin of 
character, whose tongue wags as long as 
he thinks he will not be detected. The peo- 
ple of this section ought to know how this 
south-hater, who expects to make a support 
at their expense, really feels toward them. 
I am glad that there are hundreds of good 
people living in Georgia today who came 
from Moore’s own state of Indiana who 
can, and will, if necessary, refute this un- 
truthful and uncalled for attack made upon 
the southern people.”’ 

Who Is Mr. Moore?t

Major E. B. Stahiman Has His Say Con- 
cerning Mr. Brown’s Removal. 


TELLS WHY HE REMOVED THE ATTORNEY 


Denies That Mr. Brown Made Him Re- 
Ceiver of the Western and Atlantic. 
His Explanation of the Affair. 


The removal of Mr. Julius L. Brown as 
attorney for the receiver of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad by Major E. B. Stahl- 
man, receiver of that road, was the subject 
of much comment yesterday. 

The controversy between the receiver 
and his former attorney was talked avout 
in all of the railroad and law offices, and 
the entire history of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad was gone over in the discus- 
sions. 

The cause of Mr. Brown’s removal was 
given in a note to him from Receiver 
Stahiman, dated March Sth. In his note 
the receiver stated that, in view of the 
friction and somewhat unpleasant feelirg 
which seemed to him to have reeoutly 
arisen, and especially in view of the. ex- 
traordinary demands made by Mr. brown 
for fees as an attorney, he (the receiver) 
had concluded that it would be best for him 
and the interest of the shareholders in 
the lease to dispense with Mr. Browns 
services as attorney. 

Yesterday’s Constitution contained a card 
from Mr. Brown explaining his side of the 
matter, in which he said some things about 
Receiver Stahlman and his connection with 
the Western and Atlantic Railroad Com- 
pany. 

Receiver Stahiman Talks. 

Major Stahiman was seen at his office 
yesterday, and when asked about his con- 
troversy with Mr. Brown, said: 

“There is no controversy; this does not 
seem to me to be a matter in which the 
public has an interest, although Mr. 
Brown appears to be treating it as one of 
state or national importance. What do 
the people of Atlanta care whether Mr. 
Julius L. Brown or Mr. John Jones is at- 
torney for the receiver of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, or for that matter, 
whether Mr. Stahlman or some one else 
is officiating as receiver to wind up the 
affairs of that company? It is a sort of 
‘much ado about nothing.’ For. reasons 
which were satisfactory to me, I concluded 
to dispense with the services of Mr. Brown, 
and that is all there is to it. 

He Was Not Aware of It. 

“Mr. Brown says in his letter that he 
made me one of the receivers. I was not 
aware that Mr. Brown made or unmade re- 
ceivers or any other class of officials. Mr. 
Brown has no pecuniary interest what- 
ever in the lease, Does it stand for reason, 
then. that the people who owned the shares 
would have allowed Mr. Brown to name 
the receiver. Bosh! The facts are, I was 
appointed receiver at the instance of the 
largest shareholders in the lease; people 
who believed that I would discharge my 
duty as such receiver, and people who stand 
ready to endorse what I am doing.” 

Wouldn’t Gobble the Last Dollar. 

Major Stehliman was asked about the 
large number of cases Mr. Brown claims to 
have adjusted, and the large saving to the 
shareholders in the adjustm>nts. 

“Oh, well, you know how claims against 
railroad companies are made up—parties 
will sue for from $20,000 to $50,000 for per- 
sonal and other damages said to have 
been sustained, when they are in law en- 
titled to nothing. It is not surprising that 
ceases of that sort should have oeen com- 
promised and wiped off the docket for 
mere nominal sums. There has really been 
but little litigation growing out of the re- 
ceivership. The auditor, Major J. C. Court- 
ney. who has had charge of the claim de- 
partment, in connection with myself, Nas 
settled twenty claims to where Mr. Brown 
has one, and yet we are not making a fuss 
in the newspapers about it. Mr. Courtney 
has been paid for his services and I expect 
to ask for a reasonable compensation for 
services I have performed, but I don’t ex- 
pect to gobble up the last dollar in sight 
and cry for more.” 

Would Have Broken Their Necks. 

When asked what he had to say about 
the testimony of the attorneys on behalf 
of Mr. Brown's claims for fees, Major 
StahIman said: 

“Nothing whatever, except that they 
probably predicted their testimony cn fees 
hitherto allowed in casés involving the re- 
organization and active operation of rall- 
roads. This is not a case of that kind; 
we are simply winding up the affairs of the 
defunct concern. Lawyers, you know, are 
very apt to stand together in such matters. 
If John Smith has a fee claim to sustain 
today, John Jones may have one tomor- 
row and Tom Jenkins another on the day 
following, hence it behooves them to stand 
‘shoulder to shoulder.’ In my judgment 
scarcely any one of them, if offered a fee 
of $5,000 for legal services in winding 
up the affairs of the receivership, wculd 
have refused the offer, and if $8,000 or $10,000 
had been offered the majority of them 
would have almost broken their necks in 
the effort to get the fee.”’ 

“What about the appointment of Mr. 
Julius Le Brown providing ihat ris com- 
pensation for fees was to be fixed by a 
special master in the United Stutes circuit 
court subject to the supervision of the 
jugge of said court?’ 

“That's all right; I did not object to it, 
mor do I now object. I am wrfectly willing 
that the master of chancery and the judge 
of the United States circuit court shall pass 
upen the question.’’ 

Litigants Entitled to Protection. 

“But Mr, Brown claims that we is asking 
no more than was asked by Captain Harry 
Jackson and Messrs Payne & Tye in other 
like cases?” 

“IT know noththe of the fees demanded 
by Messrs, Payne & Tye and Captain Har- 
ry Jackson in other cases, although I am 
informed the conditions were entirely dif- 
ferent. Be that ag it may, the time has ar- 
rived when litigants are entitled to some 
protection against the extravagant claims 
of lawyers, receivers and others, and it 
was to emphasize my disapproval of svch 
demands that I dispensed with the services 
of Mr. Brown. 

“The recent action of the authorities of 
Fulton county and the municipal uuthort- 
ties of Atlanta in bringing suits for back 
taxes has made it necessary to engage 
counsel. This litigation was instita:ed be- 
fore my letter to Mr. Brown was written 
and with full knowledge of the fact that 
I would be obliged to employ other ccunsel 
to defend these cases. Let ime ray, and 
I want to emphasize what I say, I haven’t 
a particle of feeling in this matter. It has 
not and shall not, so far as I am concerned, 
make any change in my persona] relctions 
toward Mr. Brown. I am simply trying to 
discharge a duty which I owe to ithe peo- 
ple IL represent, I am going to protect 
their interests as far as I can, and I don’t 
intend to let personal considerations weigh 
with me in the discharge of this duty. 

A Matter for the Courts. 

“It is a matter for the courts and I am 
willing to leave it there. ‘che courts of 
this country, in the true acceptation cf the 
term, are temples of justice, created to do 
justice. They were not created to foster 
or promote raids upon the assets cf liti- 
gants, whether there raids come in the 
form of demands for enormous fees or 
grabs from attorneys, receivers, trustees or 
others, and I am fully persuaded the United 
States circuit court in this case will rot 
allow itself to be used for such a purpose. 
I don’t care to say anything mure about it, 
and really very much regret the necessity 
of having been obliged to say anything.” 

Judge Pendleton Special Master.

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THE RECRIVER TALKS! IT MUST BE BUILT. | 


Atlanta’s High School for Boys Must Be 
Pashed to Completion. 


THE MONEY CAN BE OBTAINED 


The Building Committee of the Board of 
Education Meets and Takes Definite 
Actioan— Will Be Needed by Fall. 


The Boys’ High school building bobs 
up every day about the city hall and creates 
quite an amount of talk. 

The members of the board of education 
and especially the members of the ouilding 
committee of that body, are hourly clam- 
oring for money with which to complete the 
buliding, and the members of the finance 
committee of the general council tind it 
quite hard work to Keep gut of the way 
of tne clamor. 

A glance at the apportionment sheet for 
the year wiil readily convince any one that 
the general council cannot carry on the 
work luid out tor the year and build the 
Boys’ High school. So the money for the 
building must come from another source, 
and*the members of the building committee 
who have had charge of the work since the 
lot was bought and the ground broken, are 
using every exertion to secure an extraor- 
dinary appropriation for the building, let 
that appropriation come from the sale of 
bonds or from such promises as the general 
council of 189) may make for future coun- 
cils to carry out. It is well Known that 
one council cannot legally bind another to 
any act, but the members of the building 
committee are hopeful that such a prom- 
ise will be sacredly observed, and that in 
some way the money can be secured. 
, AS the building now stands, it indicates 
a halt in the progress and growth of Atian- 
ta wholly unknown to the Gate City of the 
south. The foundations have been sunk 
deep in the ground and upon them walis 
have been laid and in the walls is the cor- 
ner stone—a corner stone which was laid 
with imposing ceremonies several months 
ago. On the front end of the building, or 
the Courtland street approach, the waus 
are some five or six feet high, while in the 
rear and on the Gilmer street side the 
walls are from ten to twelve feet high. Then 
the yard is stocked and packed with brick, 
marble, granite and other materials, which 
were placed on the ground oefore the work 
Was stopped, because the purse was empty. 
And all of this is expesed to the weather. 

r‘We are more than anxious to resume 
that work,” said Captain J. C. Hendrix, 
“and we think we will be able to do soina 
short time. We have been convinced that 
the general council are anxious to help us 
out and that they will do so if the money 
can be found in any way.” 

“Do you favor the issuing of bonds for 
the work?” was asked. 

“It would not hurt to issue the bonds, 
If the city can’t find the money in any other 
way, then the bonds ought to be issued. 
The city is now paying $1,500 rent for the 
old medical college, and that amount of 
money would more than pay the interest on 
the bonds necessary to build the school. 
Then, besides that, the city will te com- 
pelled to give up the old medical college 
at the end of this term, and the Boys’ High 
school will then have no home. It will take 
at least five or six months to complete the 
building, and the sooner we get at the work, 
the better. If we defer it too long there 
will be no place for the boys to be schooled 
next year, and | am of the opinion that the 
sooner we start work the better it will be 
for all concerned in the matter.”’ 

“How much money has been expended 
on the building so far? ’ 

“Well, in work done, we have expended 
something like $6,000 to $7,000. But if we 
take into consideration the material pur- 
chased and now ready for use, the expendi- 
ture has been something like $10,000 to $12,- 
000. Of course, all of the bills have not beexu 
paid, but that is due to the contract we 
made with the contractors to whom we let 
the work.”’ 

“Are the walls being damaged by the ex- 
posure to the weather?’ was asked. 

“I think not. The brick are of the very 
best quality and are laid in cement, and 
that will stand any kind of weather. Then 
besides that, the tops of the walls ure well 
capped, or covered, and the exposure ci.n- 
not hurt them. | am of the opinion that 
the general council will find its way clear 
to let us have the money. But just teow I 
know not whether it will be by a bond 
issue or by borrowing from the next vear.”

New York, March 12.—Stocks today were 
very irregular and the sales were consid- 
erably smaller than on yesterday, footing 
up only 159,446 shares. The opening was 
weak, on account of lower prices from 
London.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


The Advance in Wheat Occurred Be- 
tween Sessions. 


Chicago, Ill, March 12.—At one time 
today wheat was within a fraction of being 
sc higher than yesterday’s close, which 
gain was not to be sneezed at, the 
bulls feeling grateful for the relief from 
their past woes and the bears not exactly 
relishing the situation. There was a drop 
from the outside shortly before the close 
on an onslaught of short sellers, with 
much realizing going on at the same time. 
The government report placing the farm 
reserve at 75,000,000 was primarily the jus- 
tification of the advance, but Bradstreet’s 
report of a decrease in the world’s vis- 
ible supply of 1,934,000 bushels was a sec- 
ondary motive. The 2c of appreciation was 
added Detween the close last night and 
the opening, so that the usual: accompan- 
iment of excitement and agitation was 
missing. The Dally Trade Bulletin criti- 
cised the government's estimate of wheat 
still invisible, claiming that from 100,000,000 
bushels to 105,000,000 would more properly 
represent those stocks. This, no doubt, 
tempered the ardor of speculators, giving 
rise, as it did, to doubts as to the agricul- 
tural department’s accuracy. May wheat 
opened from 565% to 56%, sold between 
56% and 57%, closing at 56%, 2%c higher 
than yesterday. Cash wheat was strong at 
an advance of 1@1% cents per bushel. 

Corn—There was quite a similarity be- 
tween the opening of wheat and that of 
corn, but the action during wie day differ- 
ed materially. The full gain that was estab- 
lished over night was not maintained, 
proseasionals and the large commission 

ouses that had long lines taking ad- 
vantage of the bulge and selling out their 
holdings. The government made a low re- 
serve in farmers’ hands, but the tip yes- 
terday, which was largely played by the 
talent, was for even less than the Wash- 
ington statistics gave. When the early 
operations were over the market turned to 
wheat, receiving some help from that 
quarter. Prices did not again reach the 
point where they began, however, and the 
close was quite tame. May corn opened 
from 47% to fic, sold between 46% and 
47%, closing at 46%c, %@%c higher than 
yesterday. Cash corn was %%c per bushel 
higher. 

ats—Even the booming wheat and corn 
markets were without ability to lift the 
oat market from the rut in which it has 
been so long. There was a slight advance, 
but the trade was very slow and dragging. 
Bradstreet’s gave a decrease in available 
stocks of 122,000 bushels. May closed 4@%c 
higher than yesterday. Cash oats were 
4@\%c per bushel higher. 

Provisions—Product, except for a brief 
period succeeding the opening, did not 
partake of the good feeling that perme- 
ated the grain markets. It was evident 
that Armour was selling, notwithstanding 
the interview of his published in the morn- 
ing papers advocating bullish principles. 
The hog market wes weaker, which was 
another reason for the lack of strength 
in provisions. The close was 12%c higher 
yesterday for May pork, 5@7%e lower for 
May lard and 5c lower for May ribs.

governor Atkinson Pardons Two Men 
Who Are in the Pen. 


wOORE 1S ONE OF THE FORTUNATES 


Be Killed Representative Hunt, of Cha- 
tooga County, in Atlanta, Five or 
Six Years Ago. 


Governor Atkinson has granted a pardon 
to H. 38. Moore, who killed Representa- 
tive Hunt, of Chattooga county, here in 
‘Atlanta in 18S9. 

the details of the case will be remember- 
ed by newspaper readers. Moore Was a 
postal clerk and a quiet, inoffensive fellow. 
His father was 4 Baptist minister, and 


‘the family lived in the county which Hunt 


represented. 
When Hunt came to the legislature he 


went to board at the house where Moore 
made his home. They were apparently the 
pest of friends. Moore was lame, and was 
yery sensitive about his affliction. 

One evening just after supper the men 
were engaged ina friendly scuffie and Moore 
got the worst of it. He seemed to brood 
over this, and later became involved in a 
quarre! with the legislator, in the course of 
which he stabbed Hunt so badly that he 
died in a short time. 

For some time his friends have been en- 
deavoring to secure a pardon for him. His 
physical condition is such that he is a great 
sufferer and cannot get proper treatment 
jn the penitentiary, and the application for 
fis pardon was based largely upon this fact, 
and upon his previous good record, The pe- 
titioris in his behalf were very strong. A 
number of relatives of the dead man join- 
ed in the request, as did the three prosecut- 
ing attorneys, the jury that tried him, rep- 
resentatives and ex-representatives of the 
county and about 5,000 citizens, that he be 
released, and the facts as presented to the 
governor were such as, in his opinion, war- 
ganted executive clemency. 

A Pardon and a Refusal. 

Another pardon was granted, this time 
to T. E. Hayes, who was sent up from 
Johnson county for bigamy. His sentence 
was for three years, and it had almost ex- 
pired. The petitions in his behalf were very 
strong, including the judge and solicitor 
who tried him, the jury, the county vufficials 
and other prominent people.

The Massachusetts Legislative Committee 


Left Last Night for Charlotte: 


ATLANTA COTTON MILLS INSPECTED 


The Committee Was Well Pleased with 
Atlanta—Its Report Not Yet Formu- 
lated—Chairman Darling Talks. 


The committee of Massachusetts legisla- 
tors that has been in Atlanta two days, 
investigating the situation of the southern 
cotton mills industry, started home last 
night. 

The committee left on the Seaboard Air- 
Line at 8:15 o’clock for Charlotte, N, C., 
where it will spend today studying the cot- 
ton mill situation in that city, From Char- 
lotte the committee will go to Raleigh, and 
then to Richmond, Va. 

The object of the southern visit of the 
Bay state legislators has been published. 
The cemmittee was appointed by the state 
legislature of Massachusetts several weeks 
ago and instructed to visit the south for 
the purpose of looking into the situation of 
cotton manufacturing, in connection with 
the movement to establish mills in the 
south. The committee was given full power 
and authority to investigate the subject in 
all of its bearings, and every means and 
assistance for gaining information has been 
given the eastern legislators, During their 
stay in Atlanta they were shown every 
courtesy possible and the situation of the 
cotton mills industry was explained to them 
by the mill owners and citizens, in addition 
to which the committee ‘made a personal 
inspection of the mills and surroundings. 

The committee is composed of some of the 
leading members of the Massachusetts leg- 
islature and vhe report which it will make 
to that body will be an intelligent and ac- 
curate exhibit of the situation. The mem- 
bers of the committee were very much in- 
terested in the investigations, and they have 
devoted the entire time while in the south 
to studying the question. 

Members of the committee, when seen at 
the Aragon hotel last night just before 
their departure expressed themselves as 
being well pleased with the nature of the 
cordial welcome given them by the citizens 
of Atlanta. 

“We appreciate the courtesy and atten- 
tion shown us while in Atlanta,” said Chair- 
man Darling, of the committee, “and by 
that attention we have been able to make 
a thorough and satisfactory investigation of 
your cotton mill industry. The committee 
has not yet formulated its report on the 
situation and will not do so until the mills 
of Charlotte, Raleigh and Richmond have 
been inspected, We have studied the condi- 
tions surrounding the southern mill indus- 
try, as regards machinery, labor, output, 
quality, operatives and cost of manufacture 
and such other features of the industry as 
might be interesting, The investigations 
made by the committee have corrected an 
impression that was prevalent among its 
members, previous to leaving the east, as 
to the age of the cotton mill industry in the 
south, Many members of the committee, 
and people of Massachusetts, have been un- 
der the impression that the southern mill 
industry was of only recent origin, which 
we find is not the case, We have seen mills 
in the south that have been established al- 
most a century. The recent agitation of the 
mill question as to their removal from the 
north and east to the south, was probably 
the cause of the erroneous impression. 

“Our state has nothing to fear from the 
revival of interest in the industry in the 
south,’’ continued Mr, Darling, “and we feel 
that it will only have the effect of bringing 
about a closer feeling and relationship be- 
tween the east and south, The east and 
south are natural allies from a commercial 
standpoint, and the time must soon come 
when the tide of western investment of 
eastern money will turn toward the south 
and draw the sections closer together, Our 
money has been invested in western rail- 
roads and other enterprises of that section 
for the last few years, but the new injection 
of life and activitypinto the industrial inter- 
ests of the south and the wonderful re- 
sources of its territory, must have the effect 
of bringing capital and investment here. 
The south and east are naturally linked by 
reason of their proximity to each other 
and by the fact that there is so little dif- 
ference in the customs of the people of both 
sections, We have found a remarkable simi- 
larity in almost everything identified with 
the sections, especially as to the manner 
and expressions of the people, We will re- 


‘turn to our homes with a most favorable 


impression of the south and of Atlanta es- 
pecially.”’ 

The committee spent most of yesterday at 
its quarters at the Aragon, in conference. 

The visitors were shown considerable so- 
cial courtesy. Yesterday afternoon the com- 
mittee visited exposition headouarters at 
the invitation of the executive board of the 
exposition. 

The visitors were enthusiastic over the 
south’s greatest exposition, and they will 
return to the north with many good things 
to say about it. 

The committee will travel by the Seaboard 
from Atianta to Washington.

Francis W. Darling, chairman; I, P, Hutch- 
inson, C. G. Bancroft, George M, Eddy, 
Frank Chandler, EB. M. Mortarity, W. J. 
Donovan and W. H. Whiting. 

Colonel D. A. Tompkins, of Charlotte, and 
Mr. John T, Patrick, of Southern Pines, 
N. C., both large mill owners of that state, 
accompanied the committee to Atlanta and 
left with it last night, The committee will 
te in their charge while in North Caro- 

na.

Detective Shackelford Picks Up $2,500 
Last Satarday. 


a 


A SMALL SAFE IN THE MOUNTAINS 


Is Robbed of the Gold an Old Couple Had 
Been Saving ‘or Years—The Stol- 
en Money Is Recovered. 


Twenty-six hundred dollars in gold was 
the sight which greeted the eyes of Detec- 
tive Shackelford up in the mountains of 
North Carolina on Saturday, and the dis- 
covery was the last step in one of the best 
pieces of detective work which have been re- 
ported to the newspapers in many a day. 


The twenty-six hundred dollars had been: 


buried beneath a rock in a little old shanty, 
The man who had put it there stood charg- 
ed with one of the boldest pieces of robbery 
that country had known, and his confession 
of the crime and the revelation of the 
whereabouts of the money were the result 
of Shackelford’s work. 

Frederick Threet and his wife live in the 
mountains several miles from Monroe, N. 
C, Threet is an old man of eighty-five, and 
his wife, though considerably his junior, is 


still an old lady, They lived alone, but had_ 


prospered. Threet owned a farm and in his 
early life had accumu:ated some money. 
This he loaned to his neighbors to such of 
them at least who could give proper security 
and to some increase, He had in his home a 


little iron safe, where the money was hoard-. 


ed, and the common report in that section 
made him very wealthy. 

On the night of January l4th, a man 
stopped at the home, knocked at the door, 
and when it was opened shoved two pistols 
in the faces of the old man and his wife, 
He wore a black mask, 

“I’ve got some money I want to put in 
your safe.”’ he said, and he ordered the old 
lady to open it, This she did, He took from 
it a bag of gold, $2,600 in all; warning the 
old lady that if she made any noise or re- 
ported the case at any time she would be 
killed. He put the bag on his saddle in front 
of him and rode off. 

Threet and his wife were unable to give 
the alarm until the next day, as they were 
afraid to stir out of the house, Next morn- 
ing she went to the nearest neighbor’s and 
told the story. 

Three weeks ago Detective Shackelford 
was sent for. The only clue that he could 
get was the description of the clothes the 
man wore and these tallied with the de- 
scription of a man who had been hanging 
around the neighborhood for several days. 
A light pair of pantaloons, patched at the 
knee, formed the principal garment of this 
make-up. 

Shackelford found that a man answering 
to some extent the description had been seen 
in Rock Hill, and that his name was 
G. E. Fincher. Fincher lived about sixteen 
miles from the home of the Threet’s. He 
had a brother at Rock Hill, and although 
the family was very poor, Fincher had set 
the brother up in business, making a cash 
outlay of a hundred dollars. From Rock 
Hill he went to Charlotte, The detective 
reached Charlotte just after he had left 
and had no clue of his course, but took the 
chance of finding him around his old home, 
and in a few days was rewarded by Finch- 
er’s appearance at his father’s house, which 
was five miles from Monroe. 

Fincher was arrested and the detective 
succeeded in getting from him a confession, 
That was last Friday, The man also agreed 
that he would disclose the whereabouts of 
the stolen money and on Saturday went 
with Shackelford and his men back to his 
father’s house and under the hearth of an 
old outhouse some distance from the home 
he showed the gold. It was practically all 
there. 

Fincher is a rather bright fellow who had 
clerked in a store in South Carolina and 
who had spent some time in the west, It 
was there that he had come in contact with 
the stories of the James boys, Bill Co 
and the other western products of like 
class, and had decided to try it on old man 
Threet. 

“When I took that money to the old man,” 
said Shackelford, in telling the story yester- 
day, “he threw his arms about me and 
wept like a baby, I consider that one of the 
best pieces of work I have ever done. By 
the way; if you want to create a sensation, 
you just go as a detective into a county 
like that where they have never seen a 
detective before. The success of my efforts 
in this case made me the most popular man 
in that community, Fincher is in jail in 
Monroe and will, of course, go to the peni- 
tentiary.’’ ;

The failure of the western 
crop produced a scarcity throughout the 
country, and sent prices up everywhere, 
even in the south, where the crop was a 
big one, Thus, the Louisiana farmers had 
a double piece of luck which is not often 
given them—a big crop at good figures, 

In rice it was somewhat different. The 
crop was short. This, combined with the 
Chinese-Japanese war, which practicaliy 
stopped the importation of foreign rice from 
across the Pacific, whence most of it comes, 
tended to stiffen prices, to the great advan- 
tage of the Louisiana farmers,
